It  Is  a  redeeming  quality  In  the  trend  of 
.  human  nature  that  a  broader  spirit  of  humanity 
is  entering  Into  the  celebration  of  the  festival  of 
Cl.rl«tm«is  than  in  former  years.  That  spirit  Is 
man  asplrani.  it  is  a  desire  to  make  the  day 
shine  out  brighter  than  ever  against  the  darkness 
of  Winter  and  in  contrast  to  whatever  depres- 
iloii  thereu  may  be  throughout  the  rest  of  the 
year  The  spiritual  impulse  Is  stronger;  it  has 
even  touched  the  heart  of  materialists,  or  those 
who  erronMWsly  oUtan  that  thty  have  no  ngard 
for  the  spiritual  side  of  living. 

"Are  we  not  all  strangely  Inconsistent  on 
Christmas?"  asks  Wfamlfnd  KMrtend.  wrtttng 
In  The  North  American  Review  "Or  :;trangely 
coostftent,"  she  says;  "false  for  one  day  to  all 
Ottir  conscience,  and  for  one  gold  day  of  all  the 
year  true  to  humanity's  deathless  dream.

There  Is  much,  as  well, 
that  lies  beyond  Christmas  merry-making.  In 
honoring  the  great  festival  man  honors  himself 
because  he  is  giving  praise  to  the  One  who  so 
riehly  benefited  mankind. 

The  anniversary  typifies  the  highest  concep- 
tion of  the  Maker  of  the  World.  It  typillies.  as 
well,  the  hlgheet  Idea!  that  manhood  hu  to  fol- 
low. That  \s  why  it  i.s  made  the  orra.slon  of  rev- 
eitat  ioy.  It  is  a  t»avlng  grace  of  humanity  that 
In  times  Hke  these  Christmas  should  be  remem- 
bered with  deeper  thankfulness  and  celebrated 
In  greater  earnest.  The  task  of  this  Christmas- 
tide  is  a  heavy  one— to  sooth  the  grieved,  to 
cherish  the  unfortunate,  to  help  the  WMiy  tO 
bear  their  load,  to  bring  some  happiness  where 
It  has  been  absent  for  so  long,  to  give  expression 
to  that  humanity  which  makes  man  only  a  little 
lower  than  the  angels.

The  duty  of  governments  8houl(f  be  to  estimate 
what  the  people  can  pay,  and  to  estimate  rightly. 
Having  done  so,  the  next  duty  is  to  adjust  public 
services  to  such  an  outlay.  Oovemments  have 
a  ditncult  course  In  these  latter  days  in  making 
both  ends  meet  because  of  social  services  and 
the  unemployment  ptoblem.  llwy  must  appre- 
ciate, however,  that  one  way  to  assist  in  ending 
the  depression  and  thus  securing  larger  rev- 
enues, through  greater  ability  of  the  people  to 
pay  taxes,  Is  by  affording  ioae  tanttoh  relief 
for  the  time  being.

Next  month  at  Oeneva  what  is  known  as  a 

tripartite  preparatory  conference  is  to  be 
htiA  to  discuss  a  reduction  of  hours  of  work  by 
International  agreement.  According  tu  present 
arrangements  Canada  is  to  send  a  Government 
dalegato,  aa  employers'  delegate  and  a  workers' 
tfdegato.  It  Is  proposed  to  disenss  the  scope  of 
nduction  In  hours,  to  cover  miners,  industrial 
workers  generally  and  salaried  employees.  There 
are  two  objects  in  view.  One  Is  a  carefully  fos- 
tered belief  that  reduced  working  hours  will  pro- 
vide more  work;  the  other  is  that  Increased  cast 
of  production  will  raise  the  price  of  conmiodlties 
^in  fact,  brtaf  ahout  hiflatlQn  hy  eeanomle  eom- 

pulston. 

The  effect  of  reduced  working  hours  may 
conceivably  faO  utterly  to  prodoee  the  results 

that  the  fonde.«;t  exponent.^  of  the  experiment 
liave  at  heart.  It  would  mean  an  additional 
handicap  on  Industry  at  a  time  when  It  hi  so 
heavily  burdened  with  taxation,  suffering  from 
decUn.ng  markets  and  in  no  position  to  assume 
addlttonal  handto^iM.  The  procew  of  reawmhn 
which  belleve.s  that  people  will  buy  more  when 
commodity  prices  are  made  higher  by  a  forced 
growth,  is  not  a  tribute  to  that  phase  of  man's 
mentality  which  endorses  the  experiment  Higher 
cost  of  production,  with  trade  eondltions  as  they 
aro.  wlU  taWTltobly  lead  to  tedaettai  hi  output, 
and  such  reduction  will  more  than  offset  any 
redistribution  of  employment  that  shortor  hours 
flUght  ereato.

Japan's  exiwt  trade  Is  boomittg 
as  never  since  the  Great  Waf,  ac- 
oofdlBc  to  Japanaaa  .advtosa  arrlv- 

ing  here  dur<ng  the  present  week. 
Tlie  full  loTi  f  ol  the  decline  of  the 
>fii  i.s  brKi!ii,;ug  to  be  felt.  Im- 
lx>^te^.^  ui  foreign  lands  are  becom- 
ing convinced  or  tba  advantage  of 
carrying  Japanaaa  lines  and  are 
ruahlng  to  get  Japanese  connections. 
This  Is  the  golden  age  of  the  Jap- 
anese exporter,  and  the  golden  age 
of  the  importer  who  deaa  iMHtBaSi 
with  him,  it  is  stated. 

On  December  13,  1931.  the  Jap- 
anese Oovernment  reimposed  its 
embargo  on  ex|X)its  of  gold.  The 
yen  started  to  fall.  During  tlia  first 
half  of  1832,  hovarar.  thaie  was  Ut- 
Ue  gain  In  stqNirt  trade.  AetMtv 
was  ootitlnod  prtnctpally  to  the  do- 
mestto  market.  SpecuUtor.s  m  ja- 
pan believed  that  prices  in  Japan 
would  rise  sharply.  They  bought 
hand-over-fist.  No  one  paid  much 
attention  to  the  export  field.  Then 
the  true  state  of  affairs  began  to 
be  evident  The  purchasing  power 
of  the  domestic  nurket  had  not 
risen,  for  there  h9Ml  tasn  mi  liifla 
tlon  and  the  oountry  dlatrMe  (com- 
Prtstag  5S  par  eant  of  tha  eountry  s 
population)  were  unable  to  buy. 
Spaculators  saw  prioas  faU  balow 
the  pre-anabarto  flftma  and  lost 
m<mey. 

SLIPPED  AGAIN 

Then  the  yen  slipped  again  and 
the  export  trade  began  to  aae  that 
It  was  In  an  Ideal  poslUon.  Domes- 
tic prices  wers  not  rlstog,  but  the 
oompeUtlve  ability  of  Japanese 
goods  was  soaring  in  the  export 
field.  Lines  which  had  never  bee., 
exported  began  to  be  sold  to  foreign 
buyers. 

Bulk  commodities  In  the  export 
market  am  largely  handled  by  the 
trading  concerns  maintained  by  the 
great  family  companies,  such  as  the 
Mltoul  Buasan  Kalsha.  which  also 
bandlaa  mlaetflaaeous  lines.  But 
ens  of  ths  fsatures  of  the  interna- 
tional tnarket  since  the  beginning 
of  July  has  been  the  .steady  ri.se  of 
the  small  manufacturers  wlio  ne\er 
realized  that  they  had  am  thing  to 
.sell  which  people  abroad  might  want 
to  buy.  These  concerns,  perhaps 
attempted  the  export  field  te  days 
gone  by.  but  found  themselves  un- 
able to  compete.  Now,  with  the  yen 
at  Uttle  more  than  40  per  cent  of 
lU  previous  level,  they  are  able  to 
eoaapete.  providing  they  ran  find 
reliable  agents  to  handle  their  goods 
abroad  and  providing  they  can  man- 
age the  buslne.ss  from  the  home  end. 

Lack  of  an  experienced  export  or- 
ganization ha.s.  in  most  cases,  been 
the  greatest  handicap  which  many 
of  the  Japanese  concerns  have  had 
to  overcome.  They  wish  to  asport 
direct  tn  most  cases,  arhldi  means 
hiring  mors  men.  althotwh  the  ma- 
jority of  the  boaaes  waste  time  In 
oorrsspondlnt,  tnatead  of  turning 
the  business  over  to  an  export  hou.v 
with  the  necessary  facilities,  nie.sc 
handicaps  are  being  rapidly  over- 
come. More  and  more  Japanese 
buslne.ss  hoases  are  finding,  with 
their  ability  to  compete  abroad,  they 
i^clo^ng  by  not  having  ez- 

parlanead  uporl  help. 

FIELD  STIIJ,  NEW 
Tlie  export  field,  it  Is  .said,  is  still 
so  new  for  hundreds  of  Japanese 
products  that  there  are  profits  for 
everyone  on  both  ends.  Throughout 
the  world.  Importers  are  tying  to 
get  tn  touch  wRh  Japanese  export- 
ers. Except  In  the  bulk  lines  It  Is 
not  Important  that  they  get  the 
cheapest  Japtuiese  pnxlucer.  for 
there  is  little  likelihood  tiiat  enough 
Japanese  houses  wil!       their  goods 


Into  that  territory  to  aoapete 
against  each  other. 

Nations  formerly  supplied  by 
Western  and  Central  Europe  are 
now  turning  more  and  more  to  Ja- 
pan for  their  supplies,  it  is  stated. 
This  applies  along  the  whole  stretch 
of  Southern  Asia  from  Singapore  to 
the  Balkans.  In  the  Balkans.  Spain, 
Portugal,  all  Northern  Africa,  Aus- 
tralia.

Now  in  the  eplnlOB  of  aiany  it 
is  such  a  rsvslatlon  aad  In  the 
opinion  of  others  It  Is  not  lo.  yet 
we  must  admit  that  each  one  un- 
derstands what  ^e  sees  or  hears 
from  his  own  standpoint.  A  hun- 
dred persons  may  read  the  same 
thinR  and  each  see  it  differently.

"That  most  shining  light  of  learn- 
ing, courage,  sagacity,  devotion, 
meakness  and  seal. "  teaches  that  the 
Scriptures  are  threefold,  consist  hig 
of  body,  soul  and  tftxit  Tlie  body 
is  made  up  of  the  outer  words  of 
the  histories  and  stories  not  nec- 
essarily literally  true,  in  fact,  that 
statements  are  made  In  those  stor- 
ies that  are  obviously  untrue,  In 
order  that  the  glaring  contradic- 
tions that  He  on  the  surface  may 
stir  people  up  to  inquire  as  to  the 
real  meaning  of  these  impossible  re- 
lations. As  tlie  mind  grows,  as  the 
Intellect  develops,  one  bsglns  to 
seek  for  a  dseper  msanhig  sad  so 
finds  the  soul  of  the  Scriptures 
which  is  the  reward  of  the  Intel- 
ligent .seeker  and  he  e.soaiH.s  from 
the  bonds  of  the  letter  that  Killeth. 

The  spirit  of  the  Scriptures  may 
only  be  seen  by  the  spiritually  en- 
lightened: those  only  In  whom  ths 
SplrU  Is  svolvsd  can  fst  ths  spirit- 
ual msantnwi  Ths  reason  for  this 
method  Of  revelation  is  not  far  to 
seek.  Ti  Is  the  only  way  in  whldi 
one  teaching  can  be  made  available 
for  minds  at  different  stages  of  evo- 
lution. Man  is  progressive;  the 
outer  meaning  given  long  ago  to 
the  unevolved  must  needs  be  very 
limited,  and  imlen  something 
deeper  and  fuller  thao^tbUl  VSre 
hidden  within  it.  the  value  of  Scrip- 
ture would  perish  when  a  few  mii- 
lenlums  had  passed.  By  this  method 
of  successive  meaning  It  is  given  a 
perennial  value  and  the  hidden 
treasure  is  revealed  until  the  day 
when,  pos.sesslng  the  wh^S,  thsy  BO 
longer  need  the  part.

bat  MM  to  see  laws  mstfs  la  a  any 
thsy  may  be  respected.  As  It  now 
stands,  many  people  only  get  It 
through  these  friends,  with  their 
permit,  and  the  Government  Is  the 
loser. 

The  old  saying  is:  "Never  tax 
the  people's  food."  X  say  except  that 
which  is  hold  In  osM  storage.  X 
have  seen  himdrsds  of  cMeksns  and 
whole  complete  eases  of  geese 
thrown  away  in  my  time:  been  kept 
too  long  and  gone  of  yellow  and 
rancid  Here  Is  where  a  tax  would 
do  «ood  and  force  such  to  be  put 
on  the  market  before  they  arrive 
at  this  state.  Such  places  were  in- 
tended for  good  use,  for  the  preser- 
vation of  human  food,  but  I  think 
their  supervistan  has  bsen  sadly 
neglected.
